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MANITOBA RAILWAYS. 

It is becoming more 2nd more ap- 
parent every day that the, railway 
question dominates the political sit- 
uation in Manitoba. Thix petitions 
which have been presented te ths new- 
ly installed Manitoba government on 
this question leave no room for doubt 
people of the pro- 


as to the views of the 
vince, whatever may bs the ultimate 
action of the government in the mat- 
ter. The people clearly want railway 
exiension, but they as clearly récoz- 
nize that railway extension alone does 
pot met the case. Their demand is 
that compelition shall accompany and 
be a part of extension; in other words, 
they object tc extensions which will 
stirengihen the present_ monopoly of 
the C. P. R., and they demand exten- 
gions whick will enabie the Northern 
Pacific to compete on more favorable 
terms than at present with that com- 
pany. This is the immediaie and pres- 
ent phase of the question. Ai greater 
distance loom up tke possibilities of 
government conirol, and even, of gov- 
ernment ownership, bet, for the pres- 
ent, the issue is whether competition 
shall be encouraged or discouraged, 
whether the weight of the Manitoba 
government shali be thrown on the 
eide oi the Northern Pacific or of the 
C. P. R. When the record and associa- 
tions of the prescnt leader of the Mani- 
toba government are considered it 
doss uot appear probad'e ‘that the 

government will effeciively antagonize 
the C. P. R. monopoly in the province. 
But these are times of change, and it 
may ‘be that, forced by the unanimous 
opinion of the eleectoraic, he will ac- 
cept the policy wuich has been clexr- 
ly outlived in tae popula; petitions 
presented to his governmeny, tui 
even more cleariy by the vote at “he 
general elections which threw down 
the Greenway government and p!ac- 
ed him in power. The defeat of the 
Greenway goverument was unques- 
tionably the expression of the people 
against further aggrandizement of 
the C. P. R. monopeisy to which ‘they 

believed and subsequent events proy- 

ed, Mr Greeaway had bound himself. 

It is quite as easy fer the people of 

Manitoba to throw down Mr. Macdon- 

ald as Mr. Greenways, provided his pol- 
icy does not meet their views. So (ar. 

his expressions have been in line with 

the popuiar view. Should he attempt 

to juggle with the questicn it is nat 

probable that the fate whichi sover- 
Rook his predecessors would miss b.m 
for long. 

It is to be regretied that legislation 
in Ottawa at the present session has 
been rather in line with the discredii- 
ed policy of Mr. Greenway than with 
the expression of cpinion by the peo- 
ple of the province of Manitoba. The 
granting to the C. P. R. of a ‘blanket 
charter enabling them to closely par- 
allel every existing iine of tne North- 
ern Pacific, and every; prospective 
branch of that system, has greatly 
etrengthened the C. P. R. against the 
rival cumpany. To such an extent is 
this the case that the president of the 
Northern Pacific has declared his will- 
ingness to give up the fight and sell 
out thie interests of the company in 
the province. This would mean a re- 
turn to the same absolute and com- 
plete monopoly which prevailed up to 
84, which was ‘he cause of the disal- 
lowance agitation, and whidh' mi‘zht 
have been carried to rebellion had it 
mot been successful by more peaceful 
means. Now after the enjoyment fo: 
sixteen years of the fruits of that aci- 
tation, it appears possible, if not prob-

This does not interest us in the ‘West, 
but it is more tian likely that avhat 
is the case in rezard to lumber will 
the case in regard to matches 
and paper in which the West is inter- 
ested. Eddy’s match factory was the 
oldest and largest in Canada. It is 
hardly toc much to say that bel mono- 
polized the match industry in the 
country. Although it is His intention 
to re-build at once it will be (many 
months before there is such an out- 
put as before the fire. No doubt other 
match factories will take advantage 
of this, and people in ths uttermbst 
ends of Canada wili feel the effect if 
the Ottawa fire in having to pay a 
higher price for one of the first neces- 
sities in household use. Whike ithe 
position of the Eddy paper mills was 
not as dominant as that of the ‘Eddy 
match factory, it still was the larg- 
est paper mill in Canada and having 
superior advantages for manufactur- 
tng was always in a position to com- 
pete for trade, or, in other words, to 
keep down prices. With this immense 
“stablishment out of the race there 
is every likelihood of an actaal scar- 
city of at least printing paper for a 
time and no doubt there will be a 
corresponding rise in price.

I, therefore, have based it upon entire- 
ly di*ferent grounds, but grounds 
which, in my opinion, are much more 
cubstantial than anything that can be 
found in the result of the pleuiscite 
vote. — : : 

Objections to Flini’s resolution. 

I rannot accept the resolution of the 
hon. member fer Yarmouth. In the 
first plawe I rezard it as a resolution 
which, if passed by this House, would 
resu't in the kind of legislation thai 
has been described by the mover and 
seconder of the resolution, and I am 
prepared co 1.sk the opinion that the 
majority of the prohibitionists of this 
country will agree with me in saying 
that even if this parliament should go 
to the full extent asked by ihis reso- 
lution, temperance legislation ¢would 
rot, in ths provinces affected by it, 
be anything in advance of what it ic 
to-day, and what ic siou!d ba by the 
enactments of the legislatures of 
those provinces. In the second place, 
I cannot conceive it possible that pzo- 
hibition by this House, and applied to 
one ar two provinces of the Dominika, 
leaving the others free, would be any- 
thing but a farce. I cannot conceive 
how it would be possible to work it in 
the face of all the constitutional, lez- 
al and commercial difficulti¢y that 
would hamper us in our attempt to 
enionce that law. In the second place, 
no body of men in the Dominion )iave 
ever asked, for such a law a's is - fndw 
proposed. Who has asked for it ? Who 
has proposed such a resolution? I ab- 
solve the hon. member for Yarmouth 
from all responsibility, because he has 
told us himself, that his resoiution is 
but the expression of the opinion of 
the Dominion alliance. Well, I am a: 
goog a prohibitionist as any member 
of the ailiance, I have the greatest 
respect for the members of the alli- 
ance, ‘but I say that the Dominion alli- 
ance, which stand back of this resolu- 
tion, represents nobody but the hali 
@ Gozen genilemen who constitute the 
executive of that alliance centered in 
Toronto and Montreal. Tey do not 
represent the prohibitionisis of thig 
country, or of the maritime provin- 
ces at least. That scheme has been 
eubmitted to the prohibijionists of the 
maritime provinces, from time to time, 
and been coudemned. I say unhesitat- 
ingly that it is not asked fur by any- 
body and is not wanted by anybody. 
There are prohibitionists in this coun- 
try who want prohibition for all Can- 
ada. They are more numerowq than 
perhaps the government or hon. gen- 
tlemen oppusile realize; but the pro- 
hibitionists who want partial prohi- 
bition car. be counted upon the fingers 
of one’s hand. Now, what is the pasi- 
tion in regira to this qvestiom? We 
must look at it as 1 practical matter. 
I say unhesitatingly that when the

face of a percentage so small, that 
British Columbia at any rate is ripe 
for proh‘bition. When we come to the 
province of Ontario, we find a iack of 
interest exhibited iu many districts. 
The returns show that.in the great 
city of Toronto less than one-fifth of 
the «lectors voied for prohibition. In 
London, Muskoka, Parry Sound, Carle- 
ton, and the two Renfrews, less than er. 
quarter of the vote was polled for pro- 
hibition. In the four ridings of Mid- 
dlesex, in the Ontarios, Perths, and 
in Peel, only about 33 per cent of ‘the 
electors voted for prohibition. In 
Nipissing less than one-ninth of the 
electors voted in favor of prohibition. 
I do not think we can fairly argue 
irom figures of this kind that —On- 
tario is ripe-for prohibition. In this 
eonnection, it may be proper to men- 
tion that on that ptebiscite vote only 
44 per cent of the viecters on the list 
voted ; of these 221-2 per cent voted 
for prohibition and 2f1-2 pr cent 


against. Fiity-six per cent cf all the 
voters on the list did nct take the 
trouble to go to the polls at all. But, 


perhaps, that is not quite a fair way 
to put it, perhaps we ough? iv take, the 
pollable vote and go back tu ‘the elec- 
tions of 1891 and 1896 for our guide. 
We find on these occasions that about 
two-thirds of the votes on the list were 
actua!ly polled, or abcut v6 per cent. 
Making a comparison that way, ‘Wwe 
find that one-third of the:people vated 
in favor of prohibition and just about 
one-third against, Jeaving the other 
third, which did not vote at all. Look- 
ing at the circumstances under which 
the campaign was carried on last year, 
I think it is fair to assume that, ‘per- 
haps, a large proportion of the unpoll- 
ed vote was not in favor of prohibitiqni. 
I give the crohibilionists credgt for 
having conducted a very able campaign 
in this country, I think they did all 
they possibly could to. mould public 
opinion, and ‘by organization to get out 
their full vote, and I am bound to be- 
lieve thajt they did not poll as large(a 
vote as the public cpinion of the coun- 


try would warrant.

Farm heip seems to be scarce this 
spring: $26 a month does not seem to 
be bait enough for them. The same 
fellows wouid go to South Africa and 
work for 17 hours without a meal for 
25 cents. Such is life, when a a

PROEHIBITIGN DEBATE. 

On ‘April 23rd, T. B. Fiint, M. P., for 
Yarmouth, N. S., moved his prohibi- 
tion resolution in the House of Com- 
mont He spoke in part as follows: 
(From Hansard). 

Why a regolution and not a pill? 
Many of my friends in different por- 


tions of Canada have asked this ques- 
tion: Why do you not introduce a 
bill dealing with the subject of pro- 
hibition, in which bill you will stats 
clearly and deiinitely what may be 
required in your estimation, and thus 
present it to parliament for adoption. 
No doubt if this course were constitu- 
tionally possible it would be far pre- 
ferable to a resolution. But, as those 
apquainted with consitutional sage 
are aware, no measure can be brought 
fore parliament by’ a private mem- 
ber which affects the revenues of the 
country, without first the passage of 
a resolution in which the principle oi 
that legislation has been affirmed by 
parliament. ’ 
Why not sooner reached? 

As some have misunderstood the sit- 
gation, and have asked: Why nc 
bring this maltter up earlier in the 
Session, I may! offer a few words jof 
explanation. It would ba certainly 
very advantageous to the cause of 
temperince reiorm if this resolution 
could b> placed before parliament in 
the iirst or second week of the session 
in order that the discussion could be 
recorded in Hansard, could be report- 
ed to the country, and opinions form- 
ed from that discussion. Those who 
aze Members of this House are aware, 
that any resolution introducad by a 
private imember must be placed on the 
order paper, and can only come before 
the House on what is known as pri- 
vate members’ day, when it must wait 
for discussion in its due turn. ‘The 
fact that this resolution was on the 
order paper on the 13th of February 
and was not reached ‘for, disqussion 
until quite late on the night of the 
9th of April, is am ample answer to 
any complaint on that soore. At the 
guggestion of friendly memblark we 
asked the leader of the House to éive 
ws a special day for the discussion ‘of 
this resolution, in the hope tha it 
would come up early in the day,sc thai 
every mmeber who desired could ex- 
press his views upon it, or move such 
amendment as he thought fit, in or- 
der that a vote might be taken fupon 
the resolution and amendmen‘ at a 
rensonable hour. Circumstances of a 
melancholy nature have to-day: pre- 
vented the discussion of this resolution 
until the present time. I hope, Sir, 
that those who address themselves to 
this Subject will be as briei as'possible 


not Zo over to another order andfthus 
delay its being voted upon until too 
late in the session. 

Az to compiste National Prohibition. 

Last session a resolution similar ir 
its tenor to this was moved, and my 
hon. friend from Colchester (Mr. Mc- 
Clure), gave notice that. ht ‘ would 
move am amendment in favor of the 
total prohibition of the liquor traffic 
throughout the whole Dominion; There 
can ‘be no doubt that that isthe view: 
oi the vast dulk of tha temperance 
people throughout the Dominion 
Canada; and if such an' amendment 
were moved in this House and pressed 
to a yote, it would be my duty as a 
representative of the prohibitionist 
element to support :t. The resolution 
in my hands emanates from the Do- 
minion prohibition alliance, a ‘body 
made zp of representatives from the 
various temperance organizaticns in 
the Dominion of representative men, 


who have made 2 close and severe 
seudy of this whole question. They 
have asked the legislative commit- 


tee to bring forward this resolution 
as a step, if adopted, towards the 
complete and total prohibition of the 
liquor traffic throughout ths whole 
Dominion. I have no doubt that to the 
#uperficial eye it seems an advanced 
gtep to say, we will have nothing but 
total prohibition for the whole Domin- 
ion, and that any partial measure 
which provides for prohibition by pro- 
viness Svill not do at all. But the aim 
amd desire of those who advocate this 
measure is to follow 
as pronounced in the various ways in- 
djeatied in the resolution. This is a 
federation of provinces, and! affords 
peculiar facilities for carrying out a 
pairtial measure of prohibition where 
that would likely. to be’ successful, 
when the effort to enforce a general 
measure of (prohibiition’ throughout 
the whole Dominion might possibly re- 
sult in failure, and it is the desire to 
tuitivate and to follow public opinion 
in this regard upon which this resc- 
lution is based. iy 

Why the resolution does not ask complete 

National Prohibition. 

The Maritime prohibition’ associa- 
tion, while strongly committed to pro- 
hibition to the most exireme extent, 
have not endorsed this resolution. They

But we can- 
not but be aware that the provinee,of 
Quebec, a large and influential por- 
tion of the Dominion, is decidedly hes- 
tite to the principles of this resolution, 
while in the other provinces, as farias 
the evidence is accorded to us, a sub- 
stantial majority of the electorate, and 
of the pouiation generally, is strong- 
ly in favor of prohibition. Confranted, 
then, with Ithis jpeculint situation, 
many ardent prohibitionists believe 
that it would be better to take advant- 
age of our strength where we | me 
strong, and to avoid the weak pvirt 
where we are weak, and to carry, for- 
ward the prohibitionist movement 
along the lines of least resistance, by 
bringing it into force in those provin- 
ces where decided majorities have pro- 
nounced in its favor from time toartime, 
and still continuing to work in those 
provinces ana those districts ‘Where 
public opinion is either hostile or not 
so much in favour of prohibition. 
We think this is the part of practical 
wisdom, and will tend more! completely 
and satisfactorily towards the accom- 
plishment of what. we ~ ultimately 
hope for., (1 
Where enforcement is racticable 

The evils of intemperance are admit- 
ted: bnt men who are most patriotia, 
intelligent and cultivated, differ 
widely as to the most practical re- 
medy. We know that in the imaritine 
provinces for instance, a liquor iaw, 
it constitutionally brought into oper- 
ation, would be as well enforced asany. 
law on the statue-book, because public 
opinion, as manifested not only by the 
plebiscite, but in a thousand different 
ways, in the press, in public gather- 
ings, in the deliverances of various 
church organizations, and in elections 
o* various kinds—shows that the tem- 
perance sentiment is so strong 
the desire for the removal of the evils 
o- the liquor traffic so great, thatipro- 
hibitory legislation wouid be enforced 
there just as effectively as legislation 
on any other subject. In a province 
where a decided majority of the people 
has shown itself to be opposed to prot 
hibitory legislation, of cowrse such leg- 
is‘ation would not have the support it 
otherwise would and therefore, the 
Dominion Alliance and those who sup- 
port it have accepted this particular 
resolution as a reasonable step in 
niivance.

OBITUARY. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Nix, wife of Mr. John 
Nix, Bruederheim settlement, Alta., 
died on April 21, 1900, and wasburied 
in the cemetery of the Moravian 
church, Bruederheim, on April” 23rd. 
The following memvir was read after 
the funeral address. ‘ 

“Mrs. Elizabeth (nee Dredge) Nix 
was born 27tn February, 1865 in Wilt- 
shire, Engiand. While deceased was 
sill quite young her parents together 
with the whole family, journeyed 
across the Ailantic and made their 
home in Peterboro, Ont. In the latter 
place the departed was married to Mr. 
John Nix, who now mourns her early 
death and has the heartfelt sym- 
pathy o: many friends and neighbors. 
Some ten years azo Mr. and Mrs. (Nix 
together with their two children moy- 
ed to British Columbia and resided for 
three years in the neighborhood af, 
Donald, B.C. After having lived there 
for three years. ithe family apcompami- 
ed by some iriends, moved to this 
neighborhood. And here Mays. Nix, 
her husband and children suffered all 
or most of the hardships that usually 
iall to the lot of early settlers, in a 
new country Her naturally ¢ftrong 
constitution and unfailing health stood 
her in good stead. She was able to 
bear and endure with but little bodily 
ailment. For sometime Mrs. Nix 
was the only woman in the present 
settlement of Bruederheim. After the 
lapse of some time other people moved 
into the neighborhood. In all of these, 
without respect to language or na- 
tionality, Mrs. Nix took a warm in- 
terest. Many of those now living in 
the setiiement and mourning her un- 
expected departuce, will yield willing 
testimony to her helpfulnaqy and’ 
neighborly kindness. Without fin- 
truding unduly upon the sacred seclu- 
sion of home-iife, we say oniy what/fs 
well-known to all that her managet 
rent and work werd characterized 
alike by energy and thrift. In all the 
neighborhood she was known for her 
extraordinary tact and skili in nurs- 
ing the sick. Even her last days were 
given in no small measure to minister- 
ing to the sick and ailing. Some ten 
days ago despite bad roads and discom- 
fort Mrs. N:x called upon a sick neigh- 
bor iiving a mile and a half ‘away. 
This was her tast trip from home. In 
the night frota Aprii i3th-14th, she 
was taken ill with the maiady. from 
which many in the neighborhood have 
fuffered. Her case soon became ser- 
ious, yet her friends did not despairdf 
her life. Loving hands, ministered to 
her needs. eat <4 

“On the evening before her decease 
she seemed to be on the mend. But 
the influenza had taken even a firmer 
hoid of her than was at first suspecied; 
and in the early morning hours of 
Saturday, April 2ist, the end came. 
We mourn her early death, but will 
hold her Jong in loving remembrance 
far the good she kas done. 


Mrs. Nix leaves, besides the sorrow- 
ing husband and two sons, William 
and Arthur, her parents and two sis- 
ters in Peterborough, and a brother 
in Canmore to mourn her departure. 
The age of the departed was, thirty- 
five years one month and twenty-five 
days.” s 

The funeral services were held in 
the Bruderheim church where a most 
impressive sermon was preached 
the Rev. Mr. Swarze.

of the several departments. The de- 
lay has certainly occurred, and it isa 
serious drawback to business. The gov- 
ernment laid the blame upon the print- 
ing bureau, a special pet of the fate 
government and of thq opposition. 
This brought the opposition to the res- 
cue of their friengs. The principle 
with them is the same as that held& 
long ago in England; namely, “The 
king can do no wrong.” They hold 
that any official appointed by ihe con- 
servative government, serving under 
the liberals, can do no wrong, andjare 
prepared to stand by him under ail 
circumstemces. There is no doubt that 
the work of parliament is, and has 
been greatly deiayed by the impossi- 
bility of getting ic through the print- 
ing bureau in goud time. Whether 
this results from accident, design. in- 
competence or lack of adequate facili- 
ties does not seem to have been decid- 
ed, but it is something that shou!d 
be decided at once. ‘ihat biame rests 
somewhere cannot be denied. Then 
the blame should be properly appor- 
tioned. 

The dynamite outrage on the Wel- 
land cana! came In for a share of the 
discussion, also, and Mr. Gibson, lib- 
eral whip, deciared it as his opinion 
that the outrage was instigated by the 
grain interests of Buffalo with a view 
of turning trade to that port instead 
of allowing it to pass through the 
Welland canal. It is generally con- 
ceded that this outrage has shown the 
necessity of active measures in pro- 
tecting these important public works, 
and that “the fancied security of a 
law-abiding and civilized country its 
not to be altogether depended upon. 

The British Columbia elections are 
reveiving a large amount of fatten- 
tion amongst private members in the 
House, and the trend of evenis may 
be. gathered to some extent from the 
fact that Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper 
returned to his place in parliament 
from workivug in the British Coiumbia 
elections, on Monday last; while W. 
W. B. MeInnes left for British Colum- 
bia, presumably to work in the elec- 
tions, on the previous Friday. Messrs. 
Bostock and Maxwell are also in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The former, it is said 
opposing the present premier, and the 
latter supporting him. It is supposed 
that Mr. McInnes. wiil take sides with 
Martin on reaching British Columbia, 
and it appears as though Sir Hibbert 
Tupper’s return means his giving up 
the struggle on behalf of a fost cause. 
He started at the very beginning on 
the single plaitfiorm of opposition td 
Premier Martin, and it is not reason- 
able to suppose that he found success 
so assured that he could afford to 
leave the fight. It is more probable 
that he found himself losing prestige 
from his connection with a losing 
cause. That, in fact, he did not find 
that place in provincial politics which 
he hoped, and therefore, reverted, to his 
proper duties in the Dominicn House. 
It is said in the papers that the extra 
large influx of Japanese this spring is 
throwing public opinion very strong- 
ly in favor of Martin, as 1]l classes are 
beginning to recdégnize the danger of 
being overwhe'med by this class of im- 
migration, and Martin is the onTy man 
in British Columbia public life who can. 
be depended upon and who has suffi- 
cient prestige ant force of character 
to make a wirning fight on the popu- 


lar ‘side.

PROGRESS OF CANADA. 
Exchange, 

The growth of Canadais iflustrated 
in an interestinz way in some of the 
diagrams attached to Mr. Fielding’s 
budget speech. Since confederationi 
the total trade has increasey from 
$131,000,000 to $321,661,000. The firx- 
crease in imports has been $89,000,- 
000, and in exports $15i,000,000. The 
curious fact that the imports (from 
Great Britain were larger at confed- 
eration than they are to-day is prob- 
ably to be accounted for by the|zrowth 
of manufacturing industry both in the 
United States and in Canada. Gn the 
other hand, our exports to Great Brit- 
ain have increased from $17,902,808, or 
nearly fivefoid. Shipping has doubled 
in tonnage since confederation, and the 
tonnage of the coasiing trade has 
trebled since 1875. Railway mileage 
has increased by 15,000, or nearly 
eight times. since confederation: Rail- 
way traffic bas increased five times 
since 1876. fe 

Business failures are $2,630,000 less 
than thes were 27 years ago, and of 
course bear a fur smaller proportion to 
the total business of the countrys De- 
posits in’ the chartered banks- were 
$33,318,000 at confederation ‘$258,- 
402,000 in 1899; deposits in the savings 
banks increased in the sama period 
from $4,360,092 to $66,135,000; deposits 
with loan companies and building so- 
cieties from half a million to nearly 


nineteen millions.

REGULATING RAILWAYS. 

In the House on the 4th, 
Mr. Blair moved the second reading of 
the bill to amend the railway. act. This 
bill has already been explained. The 
first clause withdraws certain lines of 


tramway and street reilways from 
legisiative control of th# Dominion 


parliament and leaves them for the 
provinces to deal with. The next clause 
of the bill was to prevent companies 
that had received Dominion subsidies 
from sidétracking townsites and ex- 
ploiting towusites of their own. The 
railway committee of the privy council 
will kave power to change the location 
of railway stations so that existing 
towns might not suffer. Another 
clause provides for one set of regula- 
tions for raiiway trains, which all com- 
panies can take advantage of. ‘The 
bill was read a second time.
